FU1 RECORDS recently declassitied slate 
Lt. Col. Robert E. Jones, operations officer 
for the 112th Group, by 3:15 p.m on Nov. 22, 

1963, had informed the FBI that Oswuld 
used the llidcll alias when he was distribut- 
ing pro*Cut>un literuture In New Orleans 
eorller fhat year. Oswald, a former Murine, 
was a proper subject for Nuvy, but not 
Army, intelligence files. 

“Where Col. Jones got his information, I 
can’t comment,” said Cul. Roy A. Fate, the 
Army Intelligence officer then tn charge in 
Dallas. ”1 just don’t know. We didn't report 
anything like that because we didn’t have 
that available.” 

Jones, who has retired from the Army, 
could not be located for comment. The 
112th Intelligence Group which he headed 
la now defunct. 

A check of Defense Department records 
last December by the Army Intelligence 
and Security Command “indicated no 
record of any Army Intelligence Investiga- 
tive files existing” Tor Oswald or his alius, a 
command spokesman said. 

Dallas Police Lt. Gerald Hill, one of the 
officers who arrested Oswald In the Texas 
Theater, said he understood the Texas 
Department of Public Safety’s intelligence 
unit in Austin ’’had a file on Oswald” before 
the assassination. 

"And in all probability Army Intelli- 
gence got iheir information from DPS who 
had it probably 10 minutes utter we gut 
back here (to the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment) with him.” Hill said. 
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“ . . . ill all probability Army intelligence their 
information from l)l*S who liml it probably 10 
minutes oiler u>e fj;ot back here with him (Oswald). 


DALLAS POLICE, however, had no way 
of knowing that Oswald hud the Hidetl alius 
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when distributing pro-Castro literature in 
New Orleans because Oswald refused lo 
acknowledge he used the name during 
three duys of questioning by Dallas police. 

A IH*S spokesman said hla agency's Intel 
llguuce null in Austin lmtl a file on Oswald 
before the assassination with “a consider- 
able number ol newspaper clippings 
But there really wasn't much hard intelli- 
gence in there, as I recall.” 

Hill and other officers arrested Oswald 
tn l lie movie theuier shortly before ? p m. 
and hud driven him to the police stuuon 
downtown by 2:15 p in. On Hie way they dis- 
covered identilicution cards in his wallet 
under his real uaine aud the Hidetl alius, 
Hill said, but they reierred to him only as 
‘ our suspect” over the police car radio. 

After Oswald was brought to the station, 
police intelligence officer Bill Biggio was 
told about the two identifying names. Hill 
said he thinks Biggio gave this information 
“immediately” to DPS Intelligence In 
Austin. 

However, Biggio, wfcQ greeting, 
police intelligence communications at the 
Fair Park office the day of the assassina- 
tion, said, “We called down to Austin after 
we got the name Hidell, I believe, and they 
came back with that information.” 

Former Dallas police Cupt. W P. Ganna- 
way, who commanded the special service 
bureau in which Biggio worked, said if 
Army intelligence In San Antonio or Dallas 
“had any information purloining to Oswald, 
we tlidn’l know aboul it.” Neither did Copt. 
Jack Kevill, in charge of Gannuway’s intel- 
ligence section, know of any input about 
Oswald by Army intelligence. 

KEVILL SAID he gave a ride Nov. 22 to an 


Oswald earlier hud allegedly shot President 
Kennedy. 

Revill said he couldn’t recall whether 
the officer’s name wus James W. Powell, 
identified by the Warren Commission as a 
member of the Army Intelligence reserve. 
Powell was on the sixth floor of the Texas 
School Book Depository when Oswald’s rifle 
wus found and later wus u upped inside the 
building when police seoled if off. 

Don Stringfellow, a fellow police intelli- 
gence officer working with Biggio at the 
Fair Park office, was named as the source of 
information in a secret cable the night of 
Nov. 22 from Army intelligence in Texas to 
the U.S. Strike Command at MacDill Air 
Force Base id Florida. The cablp said that 
Information “obtained from Oswald 
revealed that he had defected to Cuba in 
1959 and is a card-carrying member pf the 
Communist Party.” ] | 1 M

Gannaway and Revill said they could not 
recall Stringfellow giving such specific 
information to Army intelligence but Gan- 
naway said it was "entirely possible 
because their agents were in our office 
nearly every day.” 

Pate, the Army intelligence commander 
in Dallas, said his group was getting infor- 
mation soon after the assassination from 
both the Dallas police and the FBI, but the 
cable using Stringfellow as a source ’’did 
not ortginute tn Dallas because my only 
reporting channels In the Army were to the 
112th in San Antonio.” 

Army intelligence, 1 however, did not 
turn over an Oswald file to the Warren
